CONDITIONAL GUILTY PLEA 


lam the defendant in this case, and my initials and signature below indicate that J have read or have had 
read to me, understand, and affirm all of the following:

5. I know 1 have the following rights at trial: (!) to have a jury trial or, if I choose not to have a jury trial, the 
right to have a trial by a judge; (2) to see, hear, and question all people who testify against me; (3) to remain silent about 
all facts of the case; (4) to call witnesses and enter evidence; (5) to testify; (6) to have the jury told, if I do not testify, 
that it cannot hold that decision against me; and (7) to require the district attorney to prove my guilt and all sentence 
enhancement facts to a jury or court beyond a reasonable doubt. 

6. 1 understand that I give up all of the rights listed in paragraph #5 above when I plead either “Guilty” or “No 
Contest.” I understand that 1 also give up: (1) any defenses 1 may have to the charge(s); (2) objections to the 
consideration of evidence concerning my guilt; and (3) challenges to the accusatory instrument.

20. APPEAL RIGHTS: Unless this is a conditional plea, 1 understand the right to appeal my conviction is 
limited and that 1 may appeal only if I can make a colorable showing that the sentence exceeds the maximum allowed 
by law or is unconstitutionally cruel and unusual. If 1 am financially eligible for court appointed counsel, 1 may apply 
to the court to appoint an attorney to represent me on appeal, to request a transcript of this proceeding, and to have my 
trial attorney give the Office of Public Defense Services the information necessary to pursue my appeal. 1 know that 
1 must serve and file the notice of appeal not later than 30 days after the'judgment of conviction is entered in the 
register, and I may ask my attorney to help me do this. Copies of the notice of appeal must be served on the district 
attorney, the trial court transcript coordinator (if a transcript is required), and the clerk of the trial court. The original 
notice and proof of its service must be filed with the clerk of the court to which I am appealing.
